; cutate basis for equitable d{strib- 


ution of general revenue sharing 
funds, according to the office of 
Revéhue Sharing (ORS) of the U. 
&. ‘Treasury Department,» 

Such funds are returned by the 
Federal government to state and 
local general-purpose. governments 
under terms of Federal revenue 
sharing law. The amount each 
government receives is based, in 
part, on population and per cay 
ita Income estimates made by the 
Bureau of the Censtis, U, S$. De- 
partment of Commerce. 

The new questions on the in- 
come tax form are designed to 
identify the taxpayer's legal resi- 
or her mialing address, Authority 
dence, which may differ from his 
or her mailing address, Authority 
to ask the new questions is pro- 
vided in Section 6017A of the In- 
ternal Revenue Code. 

The information from the resi- 
dence questions will be used by 
the Bureau of the Census to make 
biennial population and per capita 
income estimates needed to in: 
sure that States and communities 
receive the amounts of gencral 
revenue sharing funds to which 
they are entitled. For this reason, 
all taxpayers are urged to provide 
the information as an assistance 
to their States and communities, 
The Internal Revenue Code auth: 
orizes a fine to be imposed for 
failure to provide the residence 
data, unless reasonable cause is 
shown for such failure. 

Information provided to the 
Census Bureau, under law, can be 
published as statistical totals, and 
no information about a person or 
individual may be disclosed to any 
person, institution, or government 
agency, This law of confidentiality 
under which the Bureau operates 
applies also to residence data to 
be collected on IRS returns.

Audley Green was born in Aus-

Earle in New York and Joseph 
Payne in Boston, she is currently 
working with Irma Rogell in 
New York; both Isabelle Nef and 
Irma Ragell were pupils of Wanda 
Landowska. Since 1971 she has 
performed frequently as a soloist 
and with chamber music groups in 
New England and. other- eastern 
states, 

Recent performances by Audley

The harpsichord used for the 
concert was built by John Narge- 
dian. of Boston, and was complet:

FOR ASCS PROGRAMS 


The Maine Organic Farmers and 
Gardeners <Assoclation scored 4 
major victory in making grganic 
fertilizer recommendations accep. 
table, and funding for organic 
conservation programs available 
through the Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation Service. Af: 
ter many meetings, phone calls 
and letters, a meeting was called 
by MOFGA. representatives and 
University of Maine personnel to 
thrash out availability compari: 
sons between organic fertilizers 
and their chemical counterparts, 
Realistic application rates for or- 
panié fertilizers were also deter- 
mined, 

Until this time, organie farm 
era were unable to take advVan- 
tage of ASCS funding because 
there were no application stan: 
dards for such things as leather 
dust, peanut meal, and greensand, 
It is unlikely that some of these 
soil additives will be used to a 
treat extent duc to their high 
cost and sometimes heavy appli- 
cation rates (i. ¢. 10 tons of tra 
nite dust per acre), However rock 
phosphate at 1,400 pounds per 
nere; SulPoMag at 700 pounds por 
acre, and manure can easily be 
used at costs comparable to chem 
eal fertilizers, Though manures 
will not bo funded through ASCS, 
their use will not interfere with 
funding for the rock powders, with 
the excaption of chicken manure.

.WOOL TO BE CONTINUED 


UNCHANGED FOR 1976 

The incentive prices of 72 cents 
a pound for marketings of shorn 
wool will continue unchanged 
from, 1974 and 7975 levels, the 'U. 
S. Department of Agriculture an- 
nounced recently. 

These prices are in accordance 
with the National Wool Act, as 
amendad, by the Agricultural Act 
of 1970 and the Agriculture and 
Consumer Protection Act of 1973. 
The National Wool Act, as ameénd- 
ed, requires that support shall be 
at the above levels for each of the 
marketing years Ledge Jan. 1, 
1971 and ending Dec. 31, 1977, 

Pulled wood wi continue to be 
supported at a level comparable 
to the incentive price for shorn 
wool through payments on = un- 
shorn lambs, 

As in the past years, shorn wool 
payments will be based on a per. 
centage of ench producer's re. 
turns from sales. The percentage 
will be that required to raise the 
National average price recelyed by 
all producers from shorn wool 
up to the announced incentive 
price of 72 cents a pound, 

Present market conditions indi- 
cate that payments may be re- 
quired on 1975 marketings of 
shorn wool,

FOWARD COIL INDEPENDENCE 

The State of Maine moved clos« 
er toward independence from 
high-priced foreign oil in 1075. as 
a result of nuclear power, acord- 
ing to Norman J. Temple, CMP 
‘Vice-president, 

“Nyelear power provided 40% 
of the electricity consumed by

Temple told a meeting of the 
Waterville Rotary.
